The Labor 
Reform movement is a dead issue, for 
since the evident improvement in busi- 
ness, the workinguian has'no pronounced 
grievance. The work of reform in state 
government and expenditures has been 
so well'carried on by Governor Talbot 
and a Republican Legislature that he 
can make no issue there; and besides, 
he haa in his train so many disgruntled 
politicians and deposed 
office-holders 


who anathematize the very word "re- 
form," that we could not afford to in 
aert that plank in his platform, even if 
ho wished. It must be plain, therefore 
that Butler is very weak. Massachusetts 
voters are accustomed 
to cast their 


ballots for some party of principle, and 
I do not believe that they are going to 
abandon this habit all at once and vote 
for a man who represents neither the 
one nor tho other. 


The Democrats, thus far, stand juat 


where they did last year; and from the 
post about which the reputable portion 
of their party rallies they can see the 
grosser part rallying about the Butler 
standard. This seceding wing, however, 
carries with it moat of the voters, and 
the party managers cannot fail to sec 
the hopelessness of any effort to elect 
the candidate whom they may choo«c to

The only thing they

former. 
There is something very re-

campaign.

The Democrats undoubtedly 


will pursue last year's line of policy; 
they will hold their regular convention 
and will take abundant measures to ex- 
clude all Butler sympathizers; they will 
innounce their opposition to Butler and 
arraign the Republican party for all 
sorts of misdemeanors, not forgetting 
condemnatory allusion to the "urcat 
Iraud" which was perpetrated on n free 
people by the electora1 commission; they 
will nominate a man whom they know 
cannot ba elected, :md then they will go 
to the polls and throw a great part of 
their strength for the Republican can- 
didate.
